.  r.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1949.  The  Health  of  the  community  in  the  Urban 
District  was  on  the  whole  up  to  the  average  during  the  year.  It  is 
truo  that  the  birth-rate  was  below,  and  the  'death-rate  above  that 
for  both  South-East  Cornwall,  and  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  most  probable  explanation  of  this  is  in  my. opinion 
the  preponderance  of  older  people  In  Looe  as  compared  with  the 
surrounding  area,  and  the  country  as  a  whole.  Because  of  its 
attractive  situation,  and  scenery,  and  its  mild  climate  Looe 
attracts  people  of  retiring  age  who  settle  there  during  the 
closing  years  of  their  life.  The  fact  that  the  average  age  at  death 
was  above  the  national  figure  testifies  to  the  fact  that  Looe 
is  a  healthy  district.  There  wore  no 'maternal  deaths  during 
1949,  but  there  ‘Was  a  small  increase  in  infant  deaths  which 
brought  the  rate  above -the  national  figure.  There  was  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  from  27  in  1948  to  87  during  1949.  This  increase  was 
Trery  largely  due  to  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year. 

»  One  of  the  main,  if  not  the  main,  foundations 
of  good  health  is  adequate  housing  -  and  by  adequate  I  do  not  mean 
the  bare -essentials  necessary  to  shelter  from  wind,'  and  weather. 

An  adequate  house  is  one  which,  not  only  gives  physical  protection 
against  the  elements,  but  one  in  which  also  the  individual,  and 
'Che  'family  can  find  contentment,1  and  happiness.  In  our  modern 
world  inadequate  housing  is  perhaps  the  most  potent  single  cause 
of .  human  unhappiness,  and  frustration,  which  in  their  turn  are 
basic,  fundamental  causes  of  vague,  and  often  chronic  ill-health. 
Bearing  in  mind  the  high  cost  of  building  and  the  restrictions, 
and  controls  in  force,  -the  completion  of  a  further  25  houses  on  the 
Council’s  beautifully  situated  Sunrising  Estate  represents  a 
solid  achievement. 


During  the  year  the  problem  of  caring  for  aged 
and  infirm  persons  was  encountered  more  than  once.  Many  such 
old  persons  live  alone,  and  through  physical  and  mental  infirmity, 
either  of  themselves  or  coupled  with  chronic  illness,  their 
living  conditions  deteriorate  and  become  progressively  more 
insanitary.  Lost  of  these  old  persons  do  not  take  kindly  to  the 
notion  of  going- to  an  Institution  where  they  can  be  cared  for 
and  in  some  cases  refuse  to  leave  their  home.  An  added  complication 
is-the  fact  that  many  old  persons  suffer  from  minor  chronic 
illness  and/or  physical  defects  which  necessitate  their 
admission  to  a  hospital  for  chronic  sick.  Where  this  is  the  case  th 
problem  is  even  more  difficult,  since  there  is  a  considerable 
waiting  list  at  the  only  hospital  in  this  Area  which  deals  with 
chronic  sick.  Much  thought  is  being  given  to  the  care,  and  welfare 
of  the  aged,  but  no  rapid  or  easy  solution  to  this  problem  can 
be  expected,  md  progress  in  this  matter  is  bound  to  be  slow. 

Whilst  dealing  with  this  subject  I  can  report  that  it  was  not 
necessary  in  my  case  for  the  Council  to  apply  to  the  magistrates 
for  an  order  under  Section  47  national  Assistance  Act,  1948,  for 
the  removal  of  aged  or  infirm  persons  to  a  hospital  or  institution. 
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There  w as  some  reduction  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  1949, 
the  total  falling  to  5  as  against  a  total  of  7  new 
cases  during  1948,  Tuberculosis  differs  mainly  from  other 
infectious  diseases  in  being  a  chronic  disease,  In  this 
respect  it  can,  and  does  incapacitate  those  members  of  the 
community  who  suffer  from  it  for  months,  and  indeed  years, 
rendering  them  a  burden  to  themselves,  and  the  national, 
economy,  and  a  potential  source  of  danger  to  those  with 
whom  they  live.  Moreover  tuberculosis  is  a  killing  disease 
which  during  1949  was  responsible  for  three  deaths  in 
the  Urban  District,  and  somewhere  in  the  region  of 
19,000  deaths  in  England  and  Wales.  It  is  a  prevent ible 
disease,  but  unfortunately  methods  of  prevention  are 
physically  difficult,  and  financially  expensive  to  put 
*  into  operation.  As  far  as  the  Urban  District  Council  is 
concerned  the  provision  of  adequate  housing  is  one  of  the  most 
important  contributions  that  can  be  made  towards  the 
solution  of  this  problem. 

Poliomyelitis  -  or  to  give  its  popular,  though 
incorrect  name  of  infantile  paralysis  -  has  during  the  past 
three  years  been  causing  concern  throughout  the  country. 

This  disease  which  is  notorious  for  the  severe  permanent 
paralysis  it  can  cause,  is  one  of  many  due  to  viruses, 
which  are  germs  too  small  to  be  seen  by  normal  laboratory 
methods.  Intensive  research  has  been,  and  still  is  in 
progress  to  discover  more  about  the  disease,  and  more 
especially  about  its  method  of  spread,  but  at  present  we  do 
not  know  nearly  enough  about  it,  and  specific  prevent it ive 
measures  are  therefore  difficult  to  apply.  During  1949 
there  were  some  outbreaks  of  moderate  intensity  in  West 
Cornwall,  and  indeed  as  far  east  as  Powey,  but  in  South-East 
Cornwall  we  mercifully  escaped,  only  two  cases  having  been 
notified,  none  of  which  was  in  Looe  Urban  District. 

In  this  introduction  I  have  dealt  with  those  aspects 
oif  Public  Health  which  will,  I  believe,  be  of  interest  to  you » 
Some  matters  not  touched  upon  in  the  prec ceding  paragraphs 
will  be  dealt:  w ith  in  the  body  of  my  report. 

It  remains  for  me  to  thank  all  those  members,  and  officials 
of  the  Council  who  have  co-operated  with  me  in  the  preservative 
and  furtherance  of  the  public  health,  and  to  express  the 
hope  that  the  happy  relations  which  have  existed 
throughout  1949  will  bo  maintained  in  the  future.

In  cases  whore  obstetric 
abnormality,  or  unsuitable  home  conditions  made  confinement 
at  the  patients  home  inadvisable  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  confinement  to  take  place  at  the  Alexandra  maternity  Home, 
Devonport,  and  the  City  Hospital,  Plymouth.  Because  of 
difficulties  of  staff  the  Maternity  Home  which  operated  at 
Polvellan,  Looe,  closed  down  in  April,  1949, 

(3)  Health  Visiting  Service.  Nurse  Collin  Q.N.S.,  H.V.  and 
Nurse  Taylor  q.y.S.  carried  out  some  1400  visits  in  connection 
with  this  service. 

(  I)'  Homo  Hu r s' 1  n g  Service  .  This  service,  involving  some  3340 

visits  to  homes  'during  ’1949,  was  provided  by  Nurses  Collin  and  Taylor. 

( 5 )  Ambu 1 anc e  rvi c e .  At  the  beginning  of  1949  there  was  in 

existence  a  proposal  to  grade  Looe  as  a  County  Centre  of  the 
Cornwall  County  .Ambul anc e  Service,  Pc  1  lowing  representations  fro;, 
the  Looe  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  and  your  Council  a 
meeting  to  discuss  the  matter  was  held  in  July  1949  between 
the  Looe  ot .  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  No,  7  Health  ire  a 
Sub-Committ  ee .  The  Lo.oe  Division  then  made  a  generous  offer  to 
allow  their  Ambu lance  to  be  used  freely  without  making  any 
running  charge,  provided  that  the  County  Council  would  maintain 
■&wo  full-time  drivers  at  Looe,-  would  supply  all  petrol,  oil 
and  lubricants  used  by  the  vehicle,  would  maintain  the  vehicle 
mechanically  and  would  undertake  to  replace  the  present  vehicle 
when  it  became  unserviceable.  This  offer  was  accepted,  and  .since  t. ion 
the  Looe  Ambulance  has  functioned  as  a  normal  unit  of  the 
County  (Ambulance  Service,  Because  of  expected  changes  in  condicior.s 
of  service  the  appointment  of  a  second  driver- attendant  to  assist 
Mr.  S.H.  Playne  was  deferred  until  after  the  end  of  1949. 

During  the  period  from  August  until  the  end  of  the  year 
Mr.  W.C.  Nicholas,  a  member  of  your  Council,  carried  out  these 
duties  in  a  voluntary  capacity,  holding  himself  in  readiness  at  .ill 
times  to  man  the  ambulance.  I  cannot  close  this  section  of  my 
report  without  expressing  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Nicholas  for  the  zeal 
and  public  spirit  which  he  displayed  in  carrying  out  these  duties.

(6)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care.  Because  of  the 
lack  of  suitable  premises,  and  equipment,  it  was  not  possible  to 
indulge  in  health  education,  and  propaganda  during  the  year. 

Active  prevent  it ivo  measures  such  as  vaccination  and 
diphtheria  immunisation  v/ore  encouraged  during  the  year  and  were 
•  available  through  the  Infant  .Welfare’  Clinic,  and  from  the  family 
doctor.  Apart  from  some  stimulus  which  was  imparted  during  the 
outbreak  of  smallpox  near  Liske  >rd  in  Lay  1949,  the  general 
public  was  apathetic  to  the  need  for  vaccination  and  few 
availed  themselves  of  it.  There  was  a  much  steadier,  and  more 
noticeable  demand  for  diphtheria  immunisation,  and  something  ‘ 
like  80^  of  children  below  the  age  of  five  were  protected 
against  this  disease. 

After-care  is  almost  entirely  confined  to  the  making  of 
monetary  grants  to  cases  of  tuberculosis  to  enable  them  to 
purchase  extra  nourishment.  During  1949  only  two  cases  in  the 
Urban  District  were  in  receipt  of  these  after-care  grants 

(7)  Home  He lp  Borvic e s .  The  necessity  or  otherwise  of  providing 
this  service  in  Looe  was  discussed  on  two  occasions  by  your 
Council,  and  it  v/as  decided  that  there  w as  no  necessity 

for  this  service  in  Looe. 
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Prevalence  of,  and.  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases 

During  1949,  87  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 
notified.  This  was  a  consider able  increase  over  1948  when 
the  figure  was  27.  The  increase  was  almost  entirely  due  to  an 
epidemic  of  measles  which  was  responsible  for  66  cases,  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  There  was  a  small  increase  in 
scarlet  fever,  md  pneumonia,  whilst  the  incidence  of 
whooping  cough,  and  erysipelas  showed  a  decrease.  11  o 
serious  infectious  disease  occurred, during  1949,  The  following 
are  details  of  cases  and  attack  rates  during  1949:-

Tuberculosis 


During  1949  notifications  in  respect  of  5  new  cases 
of  tuberculosis  were  received.  This  a  reduction  of  2  on  the 
1948  figure  of  7  cases.  All  the  notifications  were  in  respect 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  There  were  three  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  1949.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  20  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  resident  in  Looe, 
of  which  18  were  pulmonary  tuberculosis.

Sanatorium  accommodation  for  tuberculosis  continues  to 
be  inadequate  for  the  demands  placed  upon  it  and  there  does  not 
seem  to  be  any  prospect  of  substantial  improvement  in  the  near 
future.  I  referred  in  the  introduction  to  the  part  that 
District  Councils  can  play  combating  the  spread  of  this 
disease  by  wherever  possible  providing  sufferers  and  their 
families  with  adequate  housing.  Por  those  cases  who  cannot  be 
admitted  to  a  sanatorium,  and  equally  for  those  who  have  spent  • 
a  time  in  a  sanatorium  good  housing  conditions  are  vital 
to  arrest  the  disease  and  particularly  to  limit  its  spread. 

National  Is si  stance  Act  1948. 

No  action. under  Section  47  of  this  Act,  which  provides 
for  the  removal  of  aged  and  infirm  persons  to  an  Old 
Persons  Home,  or  Institution,  was  called  for  during  1949, 

Water  Supply. 

A  piped  water  supply  of  excellent  quality  and  potability 
is  available  throughout  the  Urban  District,  During  the  peal: 
demand  period  in  the  summer  of  1949  there  w as  some  shortage 
of  water  due  to  an  exceptionally  heavy  -draw-off  in  the  area 
supplied  by  the  South-East  Cornwall  Water  Board. 

This  shortage  was  not  of  great  duration  and  did  not  cause 
serious  inconvenience.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage  .  So  wage  from  the  Urban  district  is 

discharged  untreated  through  several  outfall  sowers  into- 
the  tidal  waters  of  the-  Logo  river*  Houses  in  the  East 
Cliff  area  are  served  by  septic  tanks.  The  present  sewage 
.disposal  arrangement-s  in  the  Urban  District  cannot  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory  and t serious  consideration  must  be 
given  to  the  installation  of  an  approved  method  of  sewage 
disijosal.  The  solution  is  bound  to  be  very  expensive  since  it  will 
probably  call  for  the  installation  of  two  separate  disposal 
plants  to  deal  with  the  difficult  topography  of  the  Urban

...eat  and  .Food  Inspection.  There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  Looe, 
all  meat  allocated  to  Looe  being  slaughtered  and  prepared 
at  Liskear-d.  Nevertheless  meat  arriving  for  salo  is 
periodically  inspected.  Regular  inspections  of  hotels  and 
cafes  ?.re  carried  out  to  ensure  that  methods  of  handling 
and  preparing  food  are  satisfactory.  The  manufacture  of 
ice-cream  for  distribution  over  a  wide  area  in  South-East 
Cornwall  is  undertaken  by  four  firms  in  Looe.  Regular 
inspection  of  premises,  and  plant  are  combined  with  regular 
sampling  lo  assess  purity  and  food  value.

In  addition,  six  houses  being  erected  by  private  enterprise 
were  under  construction  during  the  year.

During  1949,  one  of  the  driest- periods  known  in  this  area, 
the  quality  and  the  quanity  of  the  water  supplied  was  satisfactory 
except  for  two  short  periods  in  June  and  August,  where  the  fault 
appeared  more  in  distribution  rather  than  shortage  of  water. 


The  supply  is  piped  throughout  the  area  and  the  Chemical 
and  Bacteriological  examinat ions  are  made  every  quarter 
or  oftener  if  requested 

The  number  of  houses  is  1203  and  the  water  is  carried  to 

1193. 

258  Lineal  yards  of  4"  Cast  Iron  waterrnain,  together  with 
two  4"  valves  were  laid  to  supply  17  properties  in  the 
millendreath  area.  They  were  hitherto  supplied  by  a  private 
supply  which  was  very  poor  in  quantity  and  quality. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


Collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  twice  weekly 
during,  the  holiday  season  and  once  weekly  during  the  winter 
period.  Refuse  is  collected  from  1444  premises. 

The  Disposal  is  by  Incinerator.  Delivery  was  still  awaited 
of  a  new  refuse  collection  vehicle.
